Allow The Grain To 
Ripen Thoroughly 

Combines are being used more ex¬ 
tensively each year in Alberta harvest 
fields. There is always the temptation 
to start combining before the wheat is 
mature and dry. This year when the 
crop is late farmers will find it difficult 
to delay the combining operation and 
tough wheat may be the result. It 
should be clearly understood that it 
will be difficult to warehouse this 
wheat in view of the elevator conges¬ 
tion. It is dangerous to place this 
gfain in farm bins because of the pos¬ 
sibility of it beaiting. 

The safest plan is to keep the com¬ 
bine out oi the field until the gram is 
mature and dry.—Pool Budget.

Farmers Kush Construction 
of Farm Bins; Estimate 
Crop of Over Million and 

, Half Bushels 

Faced with the necessity of having 
To store the bulk of their own grain 
throughout the winter and maybe long¬ 
er, the majority of farmers throughout 
the district have been engaged in 
building new granaries and putting 
old bins and every available bit of 
storage space in shape to receive the 
new crop. Some swathing and cutting 
has already been done and the first of 
next week will see the harvest'pretty 
well under way. 

Based on the conservative estimate 
of 25 bushels per acre, the crop in the 
immediate Vulcan district will amount 
i.o more than a million and a half bush¬ 
els. Total storage space of the eight 
local elevators is 670,000 bushels. On 
Tuesday of this'week grain in store at 
the elevators was 200,000 bushels, leav 
ing available storage space of 470,000 
bushels. The local elevators, there¬ 
fore, can easily handle the government 
set quota of 5 bushels per acre, but it 
will also be seen from these figures 
that about a million bushels of wheat 
will have to be stored on the individual 
farms, for the present at least. 

In the Kirkcaldy district the crop 
will be about 400,000 busheds, this es¬ 
timate also being based on the figure 
of 25 bushel average. The elevators 
at that point will have no difficulty’in 
handling the 5 bushel per acre quota. 

In contrast to last year’s varied 
crop, wheat harvested this year will al¬ 
most all be top grade. Heads have fill¬ 
ed well this year and the grain is 
plump and heavy. Despite the rathfcr 
late season and the natural tendency 
to rush harvesting operations, farmers 
must keep in mind the fact that the 
grain should be thoroughly ripe be¬ 
fore it is harvested, as todgh and im¬ 
mature wheat will be rejected by the 
elevators and, if placed in-farm bins, 
may spoil through heating..-. 

All Holding Jobs 
Must Be Registered 

After National Registration 
Dates, No One Unregistered 
Can Hold Job 

National 'registration of the general 
public will be concentrated in the 
three days, Aug. 19 to 21 inclusive, but 
it has already started in some relig¬ 
ious institutions and businesses and 
industrial plants, and will continue in 
some places until 30 days beyond the 
-tbul oi the official period. 

Original instructions for registr*- 
tion excluded cloistered members of 
religious orders. Arrangements now 
have been made to have them regis¬ 
tered by deputy registrars appointed 
front among their own members. 

Jules Castonguay. chief registrar 
for Canada, said an order-in-council 
Wednesday requiring employers to re¬ 
port to police all those in their em¬ 
ploy not registered after Aug. 21 
means that nobody will be allowed *o 
hold a job in Canada unless registered. 

Face Heavy Fine 

Regulations laid down by order-in¬ 
council forbid the hiring of anybody 
of 16 years or more not holding a reg¬ 
istration card. Any employer who af¬ 
ter Aug. 21 employs or continues to 
employ a person over the age of 16 
who has not registered is subject to a 
fine not exceeding $200 for every such 
employee, or imprisonment for three 
months or to both fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

Dates for registration in the North¬ 
west Territories, other than Aug. 19, 
20 and 21, will be announced later. The 
population being so widely scattered 
in the Territories it was deemed im¬ 
possible to complete registration in 
the three-day period. 

Justice Davis said he had been de¬ 
luged with requests that the question¬ 
naire forms be sent to private individ¬ 
uals and small groups to be completed 
and returned by mail. 

This, he said, is impossible because 
the large, stiff paper forms must be 
kept in their original form so that 
they may pass through the automatic 
machines which will be used for das 
gifleation and counting.

Must Attend N.P.A.M. 
Camp Or Take • 
Compulsory Training 

Latest despatches from Ottawa 
are to the effect that members of 
the Non-Permanent Active Militia 
who are unable to attend camp 
with their unit at Sarcee, either 
Sept. 1 to 15 or Sept. 16 to 30, will 
be required to take the 30 days 
compulsory training when their age 
group is called up under the com¬ 
pulsory service plan.

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All This Wheat 


'CVlR the past ten years, the Canadian wheat prob¬ 
lem has been a headache—a headaehe that intensi¬ 
fies in the hottest month of the year, and is shared by 
government and prairie farmer. There has been 25 cent 
wheat; there hus been bonussed wheat and the fight 
about whether grower or landowner would get the bon¬ 
us. There have been the years of pegged price with al¬ 
ways the protest about the amount of peg. Last year 
there was 5000 bushel regulation, which met with ma¬ 
jority approval, although the price peg did not. 

This -year a new aggravation of the annual headache 
has developed with" the impossibility of providing eleva¬ 
tor storage for the entire crop. The amouht to be sold 
from any one farm seems to be secondary in importance 
to the amount which the elevators can accept for initial 
delivery. This creates (he additional expense of build¬ 
ing farm grannies. After computing available storage 
space in the elpvivtors and terminals, the decree has gone 
forth that 5 buslieUFper acre may be accepted as a first 
delivery. The balance 1 of the wheat, or, so far as this 
district is concerned, about thiee-fourths of the wop 
must he stored on the farms. Allowance may oe made 
to the farmer for the grain which he must stole, and 
more deliveries will doubtless be arranged as the grain 
moves out. But there is no promise of large scale out¬ 
ward movment within the near future. 

No one denies that the government is trying its best 
to keep an almost uncontrollable situation within bounds. 
There is continual emphasis on the eventual need ol 
wheat, so farmers were not restricted in their growing. 
But the immediate situation is one which does not admit 
of a solution satisfactory to everyone. The present plan 
was designed as most equitable for all. Everyone is en¬ 
titled to a proportion of elevator space. It is unfortun¬ 
ate, however, that the allotment is made on an acreage 
basis, not in proportion to the farmers’ needs. The*man 
on a quaiter or a half-section who operates at relatively 
higher cost than the man with 3000 acres, is placed in a 
bad position by being restricted in Initial delivery to 
one quarter of his crop. He is accustomed to selling 
almost his entire crop immediately, and clearing up his 
expenses. The man of large acreage may also be in a 
tight spot,, hut not to' the same degree. Regulations 
which may be adequate for the mass producer of wheat, 
are little short of forced bankruptcy for the small far¬ 
mer. And the value of the small farmer to the country 
is reckoned in terms of families and homes. The moie 
there are in that class the greater the strength of na¬ 
tional society. It is tire small farmer that we need, yet 
how is he, on an initial delivery of 500, 1000 or 1500 
bushels, going to finance threshing expenses, building oi 
granaries, taxes, living costs, etc. 

An advance on the grain stored on the farms is one 
solution which will ameliorate to an extent, the present 
discouraging situation. But it must be named at once. 


Exemption of Sects 


/"VNE of the mounting irritations of these time*, 

'“'judging by queries at Ottawa and protests by 
patriotic bodies, is the special war exemption granted to 
Mennonites, Doukhobours and Hutterites. This form of 
exemption from military service was granted by Ottawa 
by orders-in-council in 1873 and 1898. Originally the 
regulation admitted Mennonites as settlers, agreeing to 
respect their religious beliefs in nbn-participation in 
war. At that time there was doubtless strong senti¬ 
ment in favor of giving sanctuary to a people whose re¬ 
ligious faith made them liable to persecution. At a la¬ 
ter date Doukhobours were admitted under the same 
conditions, and the Hutteiites stilt later came up from 
United States when it became compulsory for them to 
give full allegiance to the American constitution. They, 
too, came under the special exemption in respect to mili¬ 
tary service. 

Twice in this century, Canada has been at war, bring¬ 
ing to ordinary Canadian people a rigid control and ob¬ 
ligation from which these religious sects have escaped. 
They have received the protection of the Canadian sol¬ 
dier enlisted or conscripted to preserve the freedom of 
this country. Free to pursue their normal work, they 
benefitted enormously by the inflated prices of the last 
war, strengthening themselves financially and in numbers 
while the English-speaking element of Canada was be¬ 
ing depleted. No special taxes were required of them in 
the last war—nor in this war—to counterbalance in some 
degree the war service sacrifice demanded of Canadians. 

It is understood that this military exemption goes on 
from generation to generation, under the original order- 
in-council, and there is strong pressure being put on the 
government to rescind the orders-in-council which bring 
such advantages to an clement that does not accept the 
full obligations of Canadian citizenShip. It is urged that 
all citizens of Canada be placed on equal basis, and 
above all, that never again must sects or colonies he ad¬ 
mitted to Canada under any special agreement. All who 
enter Canada must be piepared to go the whole way in 
accepting the language, schools, laws and ohligatior« 

of this country- 

Those who are most closely in touch with Mennonito 
settlements in Manitoba and elsewhrre. speak in high 
terms of their developing sense of full citizenship, ann 
their eventual assimilation. Many of the younger mem¬ 
bers of the settlements enlisted voluntarily in the last 
war, and colony heads were ready to assist in any other 
form of war service.

Russia ana 
Japan wifi not allow any differences to stand in the way ol 
an attack on Canada and the United States when the time 
seems oppoitune. They know just as well as we, if not bet- 
„er, how defenceless we are. The Japs especially know 
what control we have allowed them to gain over the fisher- 
.es from California ta British Columbia. The whole west 
.oast of North Ameiica is vulfierable by reason of Japanese 
penetration through our fisheries and the, usual Russian 
penetration througli the Comintern. 

They are all ganging up against the solitary policeman, 
if they can tiuss him up they are free to carry on theii 
racketeering trade, and divide the spoils later. What Russia 
and Jajpan say or do may be only with a view to scare the 
United iijtates from going to the aid of the sorely tried 
police, but they will go a good deal farther if the policeman 
.s overpowered. It would be as easy for Russia to join with 
Japan as with Germany, and Molotoff assures us relations 
with Italy are improving. Those countries would not fail 
to notice Molotoff’s reference to the help Russia gave them 
in disintegrating the countries already overrun. They 
should be grateful for the intestinal disorders, caused by 
Communists boring from within the fallen nations.

If he did 
not recant he should not have been allowed the -freedom to 
resist. Besides being Mayor of Montreal, he is a member 
of the Quebec Legislature and his pro-Italian sympathies 
ude him more dangerous than any Italian who was in¬ 
terned.

hi the other war the French of Quebec had no more de- 
ire to fight for Fiance than for Britain, but now an influ. 
■ntial weekly advises us to go easy in our criticism of the 
•’ranee of Retain lest we antagonize Quebec. This is asking 
i good deal. Britain does not recognize the Retain govern- 
nent yet we have a consul in Canada representing that gov¬ 
ernment and we are afraid to do anything about it lest 
Quebec be offended. But General de Gaulle whom Britain 
ecognizes as representing France is under sentence of 
leath by the government which the French consul in Can¬ 
ada represents.

There is nothing surer than that if France had stayed in 
the war, after she was overrun, victory would have been 
easy. All that had to be done was to abandon France and 
fight it out elsewhere. The Allies could have beaten Ger¬ 
many through Italy with little trouble.

F'or every ed¬ 
ucated, trained Canadian killed overseas, there will be 
left safely at home one of these Doukhobour bo^-s. Me 
are told that in the original contract, it was pledged that 
the old, the sick and the poor, would not be a burden on 
the country. But they forget this pait of the pledge and 
now demand all sorts of government relief. Let us, 
above all. have laws that apply as favorably to the na-_ 
tive-born as to those who will not aocept full citizenship. 
Now is the time to impose the rule that every human 
being in Canada must lie a true Canadian. Those who 
are not willing to be such, should pack up and move to 
some other countVy which might be more lenient.—And 
what country is that ."’ 

\Vhatever may be done now to remedy mistakes of 
the past, there are surely stark lessons for the future. 
The' public is always quick to blame governments, but 
the public itself has irrational, shortsighted waves of 
sympathy that must be controlled. Two years ago there 
wrfs a great wave of sentiment in favor of admitting 
persecuted .Jews? But do Jews make good citizens? M'as 
it wise to accept the “colony” of Sudeten Germans ? M'hat 
of the Japs in B.C.? Are they enlisted, or are they left 
•free to continue to acquire greater holdings, while re¬ 
sources and lives of Canadians are depleted in war ser¬ 
vice ? 

It is time to concentrate on full Canadian citizenship.. 
Better smaller population than an element that consti¬ 
tutes a dead weight in any crisis.

Protest Against 
Five Bushel Quota 


Written by Subscriber Who 
Believes New Ruling Will Be 
Ruinous to Small Farmer 

A subscriber makes the following 
comment on the recently ruling on an 
initial 5 bushel per acre deliver: 

“This 5 bushel to the acre wheat for 
disposal is a blow in the. stomach for 
the small farmer and it is surprising 
that the men who gave us this quota 
are so blind or stupid as not to see it. 
There’s absolutely no help in this rul¬ 
ing for the small farmer and indirectly 
the merchants, since the thresh bill, 
twine bill and taxes will swallow every 
darn cent the farmer gets with wheat 
priced 70c Ft. William. . 

“If you expect us to. pay you our 
overdue accounts, you have got to 
fight for us until the small fariner is 
given a chance to hold out. Let the 
big farmers take care of themselves 
as they generally can. Don’t bother 
about them at all. The present sys¬ 
tem is driving us to bankruptcy. There 
are already many vacant houses dot¬ 
ting the prairie—just turned over to 
some large scale farmer one way or 
another; because under the circum¬ 
stances, he’s best fitted tp operate it. 
Our business should be to change the 
status to the advantage of the small 
fanner (160 and 320 acre farms). Any¬ 
body should be able to see with eyes 
shut, that the change would be a great 
boon to the country and increase our 
population.

Weeks of August With Lead¬

During the last two weeks of Aug¬ 
ust, Professor Albert L. Cru, head of 
the Department of French of Teachers' 
College, Columbia University, New 
York City, assisted by Madame Yvonne 
Poirer, graduate of the University of 
Rennes (Bretagne) and now working 
on her Master of Arts degree at Co¬ 
lumbia University, will conduct dem¬ 
onstration classes an give oral instruc- 
dtion to tegchers at a two weeks' 
F rench Summer School at Banff spon¬ 
sored by the Calgary Association of 
Teachers of French and attended by 
twenty teachers from Calvary, Ed¬ 
monton, and other cities of Alberta.

War Measures, National Reg¬ 
istration; Billion Dollar Bud¬ 
get; Unemployment Insurance 

During the parliamentary session 
just concluded, much legislation of im¬ 
portant nature was passed. The House 
opened early in May, and prior to that 
time there was no high-powered war 
activity. It was in May that European 
developments stirved Britain and her 
Dominions to a real awareness of the 
Hitler menace, and since that period 
action has concentrated on multiplying 
Canada’s war effort. 

National registration has been an 
important act of parliament. Tffis 
calls for registration 'of all citizens, 
compulsory military training for the 
defence of Canada, together with a 
measure Of conscription of industry 
and wealth. Registration enables the 
government to place its human power 
in duties most necessary to the prose¬ 
cution of the war. / 

A billion dollar budget was passed 
insparliament, with taxation exceeding 
all demands of the past. The war de¬ 
fence income tax gathers in about 2)» 
million Canadians who had not prev¬ 
iously paid this direct tax. Excess 
profits and corporation taxes have' 
been increased, and higher tax on cer¬ 
tain important goods has stiffered cost 
of living. A Price Spreads' Board con¬ 
tinues to act in control of prices. 

The Defence of Canada Act has been 
amended to provide the death penalty 
for treachery. 

An Unemployment Insurance meas¬ 
ure has been passed to proride so'me 
degree of security to workers during 
depression' periods. This is finally 
made effective after many years of at¬ 
tempted action. The British parlia¬ 
ment sanctioned necessary constitu¬ 
tional changes that would permit the 
Unemployment Insurance Act. It is 
estimated that over two million work¬ 
ers will be affected. 

Amendments to the Wheat Board 
have provided for continuance of the 
70ct. pegged price. The initial deliv¬ 
ery has been set at 5 bushels per acre, 
,and the Wheat Board has power to 
authorize some form of advance in re¬ 
spect to wheat stored on farms. 

After days of argument respecting 
a provincial bank charter for Alberta, 
the banking committee lecommended 
that the charter not be granted, and 
the bill failed to pass the house. Much 
time was given to the consideration of 
this bill. 

A movement during the session to 
displace Prime Minister King and 
form a National Government was inef¬ 
fective. 

During the session also. Canada 
agreed to a large shipment of interned 
German prisoners from Britain. Sever¬ 
al thousand of these were brought ov- 


Exemption For 
All Generations 

x Order-in-Uouncil Exempting 
Religious Sects From War 
Service 

In Hansard of. August’ 2, there is 
recorded a discussion in tHe House of 
Commons on the exemption agreed to 
with religious sects in Canada. George 
Black of the Yukon brought up the 
question of the terms of exemption ac -1 
corded Mennonites, Hutterites and 
Doukho hours. 

To this query, Mr. Gardiner replied: 
“1 presume my honorable friend’s 
question has to do with the order-in¬ 
council of 1873 and the order-in-coun¬ 
cil of 1898. The procedure I outlined 
the other day was followed in the last 
war and we thought it advisable to fol¬ 
low it in this war. That procedure 
does permit the descendants of those l 
who came to Canada at that time’to 
have the privifog'fes granted them by 
the orders-inimincil of 1873 and 1898 
as they were then drawn.

Basis On Which 5 Bushel 
Quota Has Been Planned; 
Carryover Adds Difficulties 


Miracle of Escape 
From Dunkerque 


In the statement from Canadian 
yvneat Board which set first delivery 
quotas at 5 bushels per acre, the rea¬ 
son for the restriction on delivery is 
oet foith. It is the limited storage ac¬ 
commodation which has made the rul¬ 
ing necessary. . 

. Says the Wheat Board: 

‘The extreme difficulties of the sit¬ 
uation will be apparent when it is 
pointed out that at July 31, 1940, the 
carryover of old wheat in Canada was 
about 270,000,000 bushels, with a fur¬ 
ther 20,000,000 or 25,000,000 bushels 
of Canadian wheat in the United 
otates. The new wheat crop in the 
west is estimated at well over 440,- 
jOO.OOO bushels and there will be about 
22,000,00(^bushels more produced in 
Ontario. Our present elevator stor¬ 
age capacity is 424,000,000, -but a de¬ 
duction from this figure is necessary 
.o provide working space. After al- 
.owance for tempo t ary elevator annex¬ 
es, and some additional storage in the 
united.states, it is calculated that the 
net available storage capacity for the 
new crop will be 150,000,000 to 160,- 
000,000 bushels. 

“The first quotas are patterned to 
fill this space and to enable every pro¬ 
ducer to deliver a portion of his crop 
at the outset. As additional storage 
space becomes available through ex¬ 
ports or consumption, the quotas will 
be extended. 

“The intention of the Board is to 
issue individual farm permits through 
ihe elevator companies and grain deal¬ 
ers and these are to become valid when 
the farmer has made a statutory dec¬ 
laration before his municipal secretary 
or Justice of the Peace. In this dec¬ 
laration,'the farmer will legally de- 
1 scribe his farm boundaries,' state his 
seeded acreage of wheat, oats and 
jjarley and agree, with the Board to 
[comply with the Act and the regula¬ 
tions made thereunder. Each deliv¬ 
ery made by the producer must be re¬ 
corded in the permit book. These will 
be made available in the country its 
quickly as humanly possible. Deliv¬ 
eries made between the enactment of 
the amendments (August 6,1940) and 
the date oi, issuance of the permit to 
the producer must be- recorded in the 
first lines of the permit 1 and will be ap¬ 
plied against the quota. There will be 
a careful watch for those who exceed 
the quotas. 

“Severe penalties have been pre¬ 
scribed for infractions of the Act an<L 
regulations. The Board will have its 
inspectors in the country checking 
acreage reported and the deliveries. 
It is the hope of the Board, however, 
that the farmers of the West will co¬ 
operate in the Xvorking out of this dif- 
(k’ult situation and will follow all the 
regulations to the letter. 

“The regulations provide that only 
one permit book shall be issued fur 
each farm and that all ueliveries from 
such farm shall be entered in the one 
book. The producer actually carry¬ 
ing on the farming operations shall 
have the prior right to possession of 
the permit, although the matter of 
priority of delivery is one to be decid¬ 
ed by the various parties entitled to 
the proceeds of the farm. 

“There will Be no restrictions placed 
on the delivery of rye and flaxseed. 
Farmers are at liberty to market these 
wherever and whenever space is, avail¬ 
able, but the Board urges that f.armers 
deliver no more than their usual quan¬ 
tities of these grain. 

“Copies of the regulations are avail¬ 
able at the offices of the Canadi<*p 
Wheat Board. 

“The plan adopted is designed to 
give all producers, as far as possible, 
their equitable share of all the storage 
space that is available. If regulations 
are not made and enforced, it is clear 
that in the rush of deliveries, some 
farmers would deliver all their crop 
while others would be unable to deliver 
any. A serious financial situation 
would undoubtedly result.

that after careful survey of the posi¬ 
tion had been made the maximum 
number whom it was thought could 


possibly escape death or capture was 
30,000. Instead of that, more than ten 
times the number were safely em¬ 
barked. . . . 

The story of the strange armada 
which took the men from the beaches 
of Dunkirk is already familiar in out¬ 
line. In its complete fullness, it will 
probably never be known, but it is un¬ 
doubted that there was such a calm¬ 
ness over the whole of the waters of 
the English Channel for that vital per¬ 
iod of days as has rarely been exper¬ 
ienced. Those who are accustomed to 
the Channel testify to the strangeness 
of this calm; they are deeply impress¬ 
ed by the phenomenon of nature by 
which it became possible for tiny craft 
to go back and forth in safety. 

So the two miracles made possible 
what seemed impossible. In the dark¬ 
ness of the storm and the violence of 
the rain, formations which were eight 
to twelve miles from Dunkirk were 
able to move up .on foot to the coast 
with scarcely any' interruption from 
aircraft, for aircraft were unable'to 
operate in such turbulent conditions. 

Chaplains have remarked an anoth¬ 
er circumstance that seems miraculous 
—the strange immunity by which the 
troops at times were favored. One of 
them told me, for instance, how he lay 
down with 400 men who were machine- 
gunned systematically, up and down, 
and bombed by about 60 enemy air¬ 
craft; and in the end there was not a 
single casualty.
